Pennsylvanian Arrested After Killing 

of Lincoln, Quickly Freed. 
POTTSTOWN, Pa., April 28.—Thomas 
I. Humphreys, 73 years old, whose re- 
semblance to John Wilkes Booth led 
to his arrest shortly after President 
Lincoln was assassinated. died here 
yeterday afternoon, death coming just 
two weeks after that of his wife. He 
served as Chief of Police of Pottstown 
under three Republican administrations. 
Humphreys was a resident of Wash- 
irgton during the Civil War and while 
he was not known in public life at that 
time, he was often the subject of com- 
ment among his friends because of his 
likeness to the actor, Booth.

Hundreds of Yards of 
Attached to Tubs of 


Owner, Clerk and Maid Arrested. 


Saturated Gauze Were 
Oil at Hippodrome—

Hundreds of yards of saturated gauze 
and oiled paper,’ leading to tubs and 
other receptacles which contained oil, 
all so laid as to form an arson trail 


through the Hippodrome Hotel, at the 
northwest corner of Sixth and Walnut 
streets, were discovered after a fire, 
which started in a second floor room 
at 4:40 this morning, had been extin- 
guished. Fire Chief Henderson declared 
the ‘‘plant’’ to be the most elaborate he 
ever saw, and he had his men remove 
the parts to his office for use as evi- 
dence. 

Harry Sadek of 4059A De Tonty street, 
proprietor of the hotel, was arrested 
after he had gone downtown 
automobile between 5 and 6 oO’clock. 
Thomas Haynes of 3930A Olive street, 


was held, with Henrienia Smiley, 
negress who has been maid and general 
attendant about the place. All denied 
knowing anything about the prepara- 
tions which someone had made for the 
fire. 

It was learned that Sadek carried $11,- 
000 insurance on the hotel furnishings. 
He did not own the building. 

The Hippodrome Hotel consists of 21 
second and third floor rooms, all well 
furnished and fitted with’ electric 
fans. The hotel adjoins the Hippodrome 
Theater, with only a narrow areaway 
between, and its management has ca- 
tered to theatrical business. The reg- 
ister, since April 19, has been blank, and 
no one, not even the night clerk. was 
found by the first persons who rushed 
into the place. 

Minds Rooms Empty.

“"To the north of Ypres we have con- 

tinued to make progress. This is par- 
ticularly so on our left, where we took 
six machine guns, two bomb throwers 
and much war material, at the same 
time making several hundred prison- 
ers, including a number of officers.

: Allies’ Claims Denied. 

The German statement adds: 

“Yesterday's official French and 
British communications again furnished 
interesting proofs of the means whereby 
the public in the countries of our ene- 
mies is being misled. 

“The French assert they have recap- 
tured Hartmans-Weilerkopf, which we 
took away from them on April 2. In 
reality, no attacks at all have been made 
since the unsuccessful attempts to re- 
capture the summit on the afternoon of 
April 2%. Therefore the summit is in 
our possession. The British report says 
that the French advancing on the left 
wing of the British have recaptured the 
village of Het Sas, in Flanders. In real- 
ity, neither was this village attacked 
yesterday. Furthermore the British re- 
port states that the German report re- 
garding the capture of four British guns 
is not correct. 

“It is a pity for the Britsh army ad- 
ministration that it is so badly informed 
by its subordinates, although it is easily 
understood that the regular transmission 
of reports may be somewhat disorgan- 
ized by the speed with which the British 
troops left the battlefield on the 2th.

“‘Precisely,’’ replied Bowers, “and I 
want to show also that other persons 
made estimates. I don’t see why the 
witness was misled by Mr. Ivins.’’

The testimony of 
a son of Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer 
of the Republican National Committee, 
was read. Receipts produced by Bliss’ 
son were for contributions of less than 
$3,000,000. 

“Give your conversation with Mr. Cor- 
telyou,”’ said Bowers. 

Puts Fund at $1,800,000. 

“It was,’’ said Roosevelt, ‘10 years 
ago. It was to the effect we had re- 
ceived about half of what President 
McKinley had. I was mistaken when 
I said Mr. Cortelyou told me our con- 
tributions in 1904 were $3,000,000. I had 
$3,500,000 in my mind when I said that. 
That was something like the figure 
President McKinley's fund totaled. 
Mine in 1904, Mr. Cortelyou told me, 
was about $1,800,000. I was in error.’ 


Roosevelt was asked why he selected 
Cortelyou and Bliss. ‘‘Because,”’ he 
replied, ‘“‘they were absolutely upright 
and honest. I knew they would make 
no promises. I had known both men in- 
timately for many years.” 

Bowers produced a copy of a report 
made in 1912 by Henry H. Bender, 
treasurer of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. “I object,” shouted Ivins and 
his associate, Barnum, simultaneously. 
Justice Andrews sustained the objec- 
tion. Bowers then called Roosevelt's 
attention to correspondence between 
him and Senator Platt concerning the 
franchise tax Dill. 

Relations With Platt. 

“Co)]. Roosevelt, you have testified to 
many conferences with Senator Platt 
and suggestions received from nim?” 

“Yen,” said Roosevelt, “I found his 
wide knowledge of much value to me. 
1 consulted Mr. Platt on all impor- 
tant matters that came up through 
my entire administration. My purpose 
was/to take advantage of his experi- 
ence and partly to see if I could not 
come to an agreement with him as 
head of the Republican party so as to 
prevent a break with the organization. 
I did not want to disrupt the Repub- 
lican party. I knew I could get good 
affirmative and right things done in 
Albany if I did not break with the 
party, I knew [| could = prevent 
wrong.” 

As the Colonel! said this he spread 
his arms far apart, his jaw squared 
and his voice became louder. Ivins 
ebjected to what he described as 
“gesticulations”’ by the witness. 


The@ourt replied that the gesticu- 


lations of witness could not be con- | 
trolled. 

Col. Roosevelt went on: “The or- 
ganizations controlled both houses of 
the Legislature. I had to prevent a 
break. If there had been one I could 
not have had my nominees confirmed 
by the Legislature. I could go to one 
or two Senators who were not con- 
trolled by the organization, 

“After full investigation, I became 
convinced that the organization con- 
trolled the Senate, and if there was 
likely to be an issue between me and 
the Senate I must -o to Senator Piatt, 
where the real power was behind the 
Senate. 
“I was not satisfied to have had 
a mere negative result of my admin- 
istration ag Governor. I wanted af- 
firmative action for good. 

Nomination for Governor. 
“As for the nomination,’’ the Colonel 
went on, “I saw Senator Platt after I 
had been informed he had decided to 
have me nominated for Governor.” 
Bowers then read the letter in which 
Senator Piatt wrote, ‘I heard you were 
a little loose in regard to the relations 
between capital and labor, and that 
your candidacy has beccme a practical 
certainty.”’ 

‘t believe,’’ said Col. Roosevelt, ‘‘Mp 
Ylatt’s statement in ‘nat letter was cor- 
rect.”’ 

‘Before you were elected did you 
maxe any promises to or about any 
mrsiness?”’ “I certainly did not.” 

‘Do you remember the letter you 
wrote to Mr. Quigg?’

‘Well, I was in camp whci 
the letter was dictated to a trooper. He 
was not an expert typist, so I had t» 
correct the letter.’’ 

“Did you have conversations with 
Senator Platt about the franchise tax 
bill?’’ ‘‘Yes, several of them.’’ 

‘“‘What was said?’ ‘Mr. Platt told me 
he objected to the passage of any Dill. 
Mr. Platt and I did not discuss the 
form of the franchise tax bills. In 
substance, he said, he objected to the 
principle of taxing the franchises of 
these big corporations. I advocated 
such taxation. Later he agreed with me 
it would be better to have central tax- 
ation by the State, rather than taxa- 
tion by the localities. Senator Platt 
said often he believed no legislation 
should be passed. I differed with him. 
I told him I would take the Ford bill 
if I couldn’t get the kind of a bill I 
wanted.’’

The 
belief prevailed that the cross-examina- 
tion of the former President would be 
concluded today. 

Although he appeared to be somewhat 
fatigued at the conclusion of the pro- 
ceedings yesterday, the Colonel seemed 
to be just as active and vigorous as 
ever when he returned from his walk 
today. '

More hitherto unknown chapters of 
political history were revealed yesterday 
when confidential correspondence that 
had passed between Roosevelt on one 
hand and Barnes and former United 
States Senator Platt—‘‘the  boss’’—on 
the other, was read to the jury. It was 
the former President’s sixth day on the 
witness stand. 


Roosevelt identified the letters and 
answered questions about them and some 
more about campaign contributions and 
big business. He wound up the day 
by claiming as his own the speeches

The names of Barnes, Murphy, 
Guggenheim, Cox, Lorimer, Penrose, 
and others were scattered through these 
articles. 
The letters that passed between Roose- 
velt and Platt showed that the two con- 
tinued to consult on friendly terms while 
the former was Governor, Vice Pres- 
ident and then President. In one tele- 
gram when Senator Platt insisted that 
Roosevelt, then Governor, attend the 
meeting of a commission, the Colonel, 
after protesting, agreed to do so and 
added “‘but you are not an easy boss.” 
The Colonel, when Vice President, 
asked that his friends be ‘‘taken cae 
of’’ by the Senator. In other letters ap- 
rointments were discussed, while in one 
written by the Senator after Roosevelt 
was in the White House/ the Cabinet to 
be selected by the Mayor-elect of New 
York, Seth Low, was written of. 
The name of William Barnes, the 
Colonel admitted, did not appear once 
in all this correspondence. 
The letters between Barnes and tne 
Colonel covered a vneriod between 1904 
and 1910. Their tenor was entirely 
friendly and at times they almost bor- 
dered upon the formal. The appoint 
ment of men to office and a variety of 
nolitical affairs were discussed, anc 
the “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” ele- 
ments Roosevelt said Barnes had in 
him were the subject of questions. 
Barnes-Roosevelt Letters. 
Roosevelt spent considerably more 
time listening to the lawyers read let- 
ters and newspaper articles than he did 
in answering questions. He seemed to 
be more fatigued at the end of a day 
of inactivity than he was on the days 
when one question after another was 
being asked him. 

For a good part of the afternoon there 
were read parts of articles which ap- 
peared in New York newspapers, and 
which purported to be a correct report 
of speeches and statements made by 
Roosevelt before and after the Repub- 
lican convention in Chicago in 1912. In 
nearly all the statements the Colonel 
assailed ‘“‘the Murphy bosses’ and he 
named ‘‘Barnes of New York,” ‘‘Mur- 
phy of New York,” ‘“‘Penrose of Penn- 
sylvania,’’ “‘Guggenheim of Colorado,” 
“Cox of Ohlio,’’ ‘‘Lorimer of Illinois’’ 
and several others. In one of the arti- 
cles Roosevelt made this statement: 
‘‘Mr. Barnes stands for the worst form 
of bossism,” and then he discusse1 
Taft's relations to “the bosses’’ and 
“special interests in business.’’ 

“A vote for him (Barnes),’’ the 
Colonel said, in one place, “is a vote 
against decent American citizenship.’’

HE Post-Dispatch, for the information of voters, today presents 
these facts about the Central Parkway ordinance which will 


be passed upon at a special election June 8: 
The ratification of this ordinance could 
by voters at the June election would 
only mean an investigation into the 
cost of a parkway and could not re- 
sult in the creation of a parkway 
against the wishes of the public if 
its cost should prove prohibitive. 

The ordinance is an act directing 
the City Counselor to file in the 
Circuit Court. a suit to condemn 
the property in the proposed park- 
way from Twelfth street to Grand 
avenue.

LONDON, April 28.—The definite ac- 


cusation was made on the floor of the 
House of Commons yesterday and 
passed over by the Government virtu- 
ally in. silence, that the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., purchasing agents 1 
America for the British Admiralty an41 
War Office, had not only misused their 
position by placing important contracts 
with #“rms with which they are them- 
selves affiliated, but also by refusing 
tenders of goods, only to purchase the 
Same goods themselves at the tender 
price and sell them to the British Gov- 
ernment at a higher rate. 

The accusation was put in the form 
of a series of questions to David Lloyd- 
George, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
by Mooney, Irish Nationalist member 
for Newry, and one of the most influ- 
ential members of his party, and was 
in part seconded by Sir Edward Coop- 
er, Unionist member for Walsell. Lloyd- 
George, however, completely ignored the 
gravest charges made by Mooney and 
practically evaded discussion of the 
others. | 


Special 


Tgnored by London Press. 
It may be regarded as significant also, 


that so far not a single London news- 
paper has alluded, either in its news col- 
umns or editorially, to the appearance 
of the Morgan controversy in Parlia- 
ment. Mooney, however, will not be 
content with the cavalier dismissal of 
his accusations, but declares that he 
will, if necessary, either force an offi- 
cial investigation of the relations of 
the Morgan firm with the Government, 
or a readjustment of their contract 
under which they will be debarred from 
themselves bidding on contracts, or act- 
ing in other than an advisory capacity. 
Mooney’s first question was put down 
in writing for the Prime Minister him- 
self. According to the official reports 
of the House of Commons, he asked 
first whether ‘‘the Government is aware 
that the house of Morgan, with its fi- 
nancial ramifications in America, is in- 
terested in various manufacturing con- 


the exclusion of firms in which they are 
not interested, -and, seeing that it is 
against public policy, and to the British 
Government’s disadvantage in their pur- 
chases of war supplies, to give such a 
sole buying contract over so wide an 
area as the United States, to one finan- 
cial firm with so many direct. or indi- 
rect industrial interests there; and that 
this arrangement with the Morgans is 
damaging the standing and working to 
the detriment of numerous British 
agents representing American interests 
in England, thus adversely affecting the 
best interest of traders in this country, 
will he say what action he proposes to 
take?”’ 


Lloyd-George’s Reply. 
Lloyd-George replied rather curtly: 


‘‘Messrs Morgan and company were ap- 
rointed by the Government their sol: 
agents in the United States for ad- 
ndiralty and war office requirements, 
with certain exceptions. The arrange- 
ment was made to insure efficiency and 
economy and the Government has every 
expectation that the result will be sat- 
istactory.”’ 

Mooney was on his feet in a moment 
and shot back at the Chancellor: “Are 
the Government aware that Messrs. 
Morgan, having refused tenders for the 
Covernment, have bought the goods at 
tender price for their own account, and 
then sold the goods to the Government 
at a higher price?’ 

Before Lloyd-George had even time 
to reply to this, Sir Edward Cooper in 
his turn jumped to his feet and asked 
‘Is it a fact that this firm are inter- 
esting themselves in certain firms in the 
United States?’’ 

This interruption appeared 
welcome to Lloyd-George, for he 
promptly turned to Sir itdward, com- 
pletely ignomng Mooney’s «uestion, and 
replied: ‘I cannot say.” 

The next moment the Speaker called 
for the next question and Mooney was 
given no further opportunity to press 
the matter just then. 

Mooney did not attempt to conceal 
his dissatisfaction with the manner 
in which his effort to start an inquiry 
was buried, and lost no time in giv- 
ing notice of his intention to ask 
Lloyd-George another question to- 
morrow. 

This time his question will be ex- 
pressed in this manner: “On what 
date were Messrs. Morgan appointed 
by the Government their sole agents 
in the United States for the Ad- 
miralty, and the War Office require- 
ments?

ALTERED DEMANDS 
THE CHINESE 


Articles of Group Five Consid- 
ered More Menacing Than in 
Original Document. 


ADVISERS INSISTED UPON 


Tokio Government Wants Right 
to Build Railroads Upon 


The second article of group three, 
bearing on the property rights and 
interests of the Hanyenping Company, 
is eliminated, but the first article of 
that group is made stronger from the 
Japanese viewpoint by requiring that 
China shall promptly compel the share 
holders of the Hanyenping Company 
to accept the formation of a joint 

company, which shall include the two 
nations. 

Japan Accepted Group 

The Japanese had already accepted 
the Chinese proposal regarding /group 
four. J 

The Chinese Government’s proposal 
with respect to group four was to the 
effect that while it was willing/to make 
a public declaration that China should 
never cede or lease a port, harbor or 
island to another Power, it would de- 
cline to pledge itself to thai effect to 
Japan. 

The new draft entirely reconstructs 
group five in a manner which the Chi- 
nese representatives declare is more 
menacing, because, they say, the amend- 
ments are based on statements which 
Lu Cheng Hsiang made in the confer- 
ence with the Japanese Minister, Eki- 

iwki, and M. Obata and which, it is 
elleged, the Japanese are attempting to 
designate as pledges from China. It is 
further declared that the Chinese For- 
eign Minister permitted himself to be 
drawn into a discussion of these de- 
mands, which Yuan Kai had instructed 
him to refuse to discuss. 

Group fivea comprises seven articles 
relating to the employment by the 
Chinese Government of Japanose as 
advisers in political, financial and mili- 
tary ‘affairs, supervision of the Chinese 
police; the right of Japanese ownership 
-f land for the building of hospitals, 
churches and schools; the purchase of 
munitions of war from Japan, various 
railway and mining rights, as well as 
the right by the Japanese to propogate 
Buddhism in China. 

At the beginning of the conferences 
the Chinese proposed the taking of 
joint minutes, but.to this the Japanese 
representatives refused to accede. As 
a result both Japanese and Chinese 
kept records of the settings. Never- 
theless from time to time the Japanese 
rlenipotentiary, it is asserted, insisted 
that the Chinese initial certain state- 
panente, which was done. 

Japan Advisers Opposed. 
| With reference to article one of group 
five Japan requires a note from China 
declaring that when any important 
crisis arises China shall ask Japan to 
appoint “many Japanese advisers.” 

This peculiar wording is the under- 
taking to which, the Japanese state, 
Lu Cheng Hsiang committed himself. 

In article two of group five, Japan 
now requires the right either to rent 
or lease lands. The Chinese express 
themselves as being far from satisfied 
with this, because this article, which is 
& separate clause from that relating 
to Buddhism, would have the effect of 
opening the entire country to the 
Japaneses individually as well as under 
religious societies. 

Article three of group five, relating 
te the police administration, has been 
withdrawn, but Japan now reuqires the 
appointment of police advisers and also

land disputes in Manchuria, besides, ex- 
territoriality to which the Japanese, 
like other foreigners, are everywhere 
privileged. 

The requirements of article four of 
this group is also based on a commit- 
ment into which Lu Chen Hsiang is 
said to have allowed himself to be 
drawn, namely, that China shall send a 
delegation of military men to Japan to 
adopt a procedure for the purchase of

ADOLPHUS LANG ESTATE GETS 
$4000 ACCIDENT INSURANCE 


Company Agrees to Judgment en 
$5000 Policy Held by Man Found 
Shot to Death. 

A judgment by agreement for $4000 
on a $5000 accident insurance policy car- 
ried by Adolphus J. Lang of 4141 West 
Pine boulevard, in the Fidelity and 
Casualty Co. of New York, was en- 
tered in Circuit Judge Grimm’s court 
yesterday and the money was paid 
ts Sigmund J. Lang, a brother, as ad- 
ministrator of Adolphus Lang’s es- 

ate. 

Adolphus Lang was found shot to 
death in an alley on Sarah street be- 
tween Maryland avenue and Lindell 
boulevard Feb. 24. 

A revolver was near the body and the 
police asserted Lang killed himself, al- 
though at the time his trother said 
it was a murder and the Coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of homicide. 
The suit for the accident irtsurance 
alleged Lang died by accidental means. 
The answer to the suit recited he ‘‘vol- 
untarily placed himself in a position 
of extreme hazard and great danger, 
from which serious injury would log- 
ically and normally follow.” This 
caused him to come to his death by 
other than accidental -neans, it was 
asserted.
